DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 - 5, 8 - 22 and 24 - 25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 
recites a semiconductor laser device structure including the specific structure and 
combination limitation of oscillation wavelength of larger than 760nm and smaller than 
800nm, in which at least a lower clad layer, a lower guide layer, an active region, an 
upper guide layer and an upper clad layer are supported by a GaAs substrate, the 
active region having a quantum well structure and barrier layers are stacked, wherein 
said one or more well layers are formed of InGaAsP and said barrier layers are formed 
of InGaAsP, the barrier layers having a band gap energy larger than that of said one or 
more well layers, said upper and/or lower guide layer is formed of Al z Gai- z As 
(0.20<z<1), each of the Al z Gai- z As upper and/or lower guide layers interfaces with an 
adjacent tensile strained barrier layer, and said semiconductor laser device further 
comprises a GaAs etching stop layer, and said upper clad layer comprises an AIGaAs 
first upper clad layer and an AIGaAs second upper clad layer with the GaAs etching 
stop layer therebetween, said AIGaAs second upper clad layer defining a ridge stripe, 
which is neither anticipated or disclosed nor suggested in any piece of available prior 
art, which is neither anticipated nor obvious over the prior art of record. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 9 
recites a semiconductor laser structure including the specific structure limitation of 
oscillation wavelength of larger than 760nm and smaller than 800nm, in which at least a 
lower clad layer, a lower guide layer, an active region, an upper guide layer and an 
upper clad layer are supported by a GaAs substrate, the active region having a 
quantum well structure and barrier layers are stacked, barrier layer are formed of an Ini. 
x Ga x Asi.yPy having a band gap energy larger than that of said well layers, and there 
hold relationship that 0 <x <1; 0.02 < y < 0.75 and \(a2 - a1) / a1\ * 100 0.65, where a1 
is lattice constant of said one or more well layers, and a2 is lattice constant of said 
barrier layers, which is neither anticipated or disclosed nor suggested in any piece of 
available prior art, which is neither anticipated nor obvious over the prior art of record.
